THE SECRET: Since recent 
mention here of chicken 
cooked in wine (coq au vin), 
there have been callers who 
want to know how to make 
this dish at home. It's easy. 

Here are the basic rules, 
but don't feel bound to follow 
them to the letter. After all, 
cooking is an art. 

Assemble the following a 
three-pound broiler chicken 
which should be disassembled, 
a little olive oil, a large spoon 
of chopped onion, a little 
flour, a cup of red wine, a cup 
of chicken stock (easily made 
with those little cubes), a 
sliver or two of garlic, a pinch 
of thyme, 10 small onions 
about the size of a 5(Kcent 
coin, a cup of mushrooms, 
either fresh or canned but 
sliced thin. 

First open a bottle of red 
wine (I like the Australian 
burgundy) and test it. If you 
are not totally satisfied that it 
is good enough, try a second 
glass. 

Then brown the chicken in 
the oil, which you have first 
heated In, a large fry pan. 
When the chiokcn is golden, 
stir in the flour and cook until 
this, too. is brown. The idea is 
to give the coq au vin a good, 
rich color. 

Add the rest of the Ingredi¬ 
ents and bring to a boil. Cover 
and simmer until the meat is 

tender. 

I have found that the results 
are better if the whole 
concoction is transferred to a 
large saucepan. The key to 
the entire operation is to keep 
the meat covered with liquid. 
This can be achieved by 
having a little chicken broth 
and red wine on hand to top 
tip the pot.

Their view was supported by The London Ob¬ 
server, which directed its attention to the cabinet min¬ 
ister. Far from being patriotic, the journal claims, 
the minister was being the reverse: 

“He was giving some temporary help to the 
balance of payments at the cost of supporting Ineffi¬ 
cient British producers. Our makers of ... all manu¬ 
factured goods, which we can and should produce 
efficiently and competitively, are already enjoying 
protection given to them by Parliament through im¬ 
port duties, and now their competitive position has 
been reinforced by the rise in prices of imported manu¬ 
factures resulting from devaluation. 

“If British manufacturers cannot compete reason¬ 
ably successfully in the home market without the need 
for reinforcement from a Buy British campaign, there 
is.' little hope that they can meet the challenge in 
export markets, on which the nation's economic future 
depends.” 

As ungallant as it may seem, the argument put 
forward by The Observer is a valid one. Though it 
points up that bravado is not enough at this time it 
dqes not in any way negate the mettle of those who 
are still ready to show the world that Britain can take 
it 1 and still come up a winner.

Soviet ‘Purge" of Ukrainians Continues g^pELY—

This year, 1968, has been 
designated by the United 
Nations as Human Rights 
Year.

Masiutko refused to confess 
to being the author of 10 
anonymous and allegedly anti- 
Soviet articles.

"In pure cynicism 
perhaps only the case of 
Karavansky (who was re¬ 
turned to a labor camp 
without trial to complete nine 
years of his 25-year sentence, 
after he bad been free for five 
years), can be compared to it.

Protesting he was not anti-

Chorno vil's remarkable 
manuscript will be published 
in book form.

President Lyndon Johnson appeared Wettoesday to have 
Increased his price for a halt in the bombing of North 
Vietnam. 


In his state of the union address, he also appeared to 
be trying to shift the emphasis from a simple bombing 
pause to a "complete cessation of hostilities.” 

Johnson declared that his San Antonio formula of Sept 
29 still stood as a basis for considering the possible suspen¬ 
sion of U.S. air attacks on the north. However, he reworded 
part of this formula to make more explicit U.S. insistence 
on a reciprocal lowering of Communist military activity. 


"Under the influence of 
reprisals the great majority 
of the working masses ceased 
to take part In political life.

The Bermuda Alternative

Quietly circulating armud 
the highest levels of govern¬ 
ment these days is a vital 
document on Vietnam known 
as the Bermuda Paper. It is a 
vital document primarily be¬ 
cause it sets up against 
current policy a coherent and 
comprehensive alternative. 

The Bermuda Paper was 
put together at a meeting held 
in Bermuda last month wider 
the auspices of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International 
Peace. 

Among those who drew up 
tiie report were General 
Matthew Ridgway, army chief 
of staff in the Eisenhower 
administration; Ambassador 
Char led Yost, former deputy 
to Arthur Goldberg and Adlai 
Stevenson in the American 
mission to the United Nations; 
Roger Hllstnan, farmer 
assistant secretary of state 
for the Far East: and former 
White House aide Richard 
Neustadt.

The chairman of the group 
was the head of the Carnegie 
Endowment, Joseph E. John¬ 
son — an old associate of 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk. 
Favoring the recommendation 
In ail but one particular was 
farmer deputy secretary of 
defence to Robert McNamara, 
Roswell Gilpatric. 

Hie implicit starting point 
of the Bermuda Paper is the 
set of alternatives set up by 
the administration on Viet¬ 
nam. The choice, as President 
Johnson and Secretary of 
Stale Dean Rsuk constantly 
define it. is between quitting 
or following their line, pulling 
out or persisting. 

The Bermuda group sets up

UNHAPPY 
Mr. Neate did concede that' 
he was unhappy with the 
population distribution figures 
used in the study. He said the 
projections were acceptable, but 
he was not satisfied that the 
population would be distributed 
throughout the Greater Victoria 
area in the way the planners 
assumed. 

He said he had come to some 
of his own conclusions “on the 
baste of intuition, because sani¬ 
tary engineering is an art, not a

Canada Ready to Propose 
Five-Nation Hockey League 


LONDON, Ont. (CP) — The Free Press 
says Canada will propose the establishment 
of a five-country World Hockey League when 
the International Ice Hockey Federation 
meets at Grenoble, France, Jan. 31 to Feb. 1. 

The paper quotes Gordon Juckes, execu¬ 
tive director of toe Canadian Amateur 
Hockey Association, as saying in a telephone 
interview Wednesday night from Winnipeg 
the proposed league would include the nation¬ 
al teams of Russia, Czechoslovakia, Sweden, 
United States and two from Canada. 

"We'll have to get approval to go ahead 
with our plan from the CAHA at their semi¬ 
annual meeting at Toronto this weekend, but 
I expect that will only be a formality,” the 
paper quotes Juckes as saying. 


“Our biggest job will be to sell Russians 
and the other European teams on the idea. I 
think the time is gone when we can stumble 
from one etodbltion tour to another. We have 
to provide these countries with a systematic 
schedule.” 

The newspaper says the proposed World 
League would not conflict with Olympic and 
World Tournament schedules. 

The CAHA approached the International 
Federation on the idea of establishing a 
World League three years ago. It was rejected 
at that time. 

Juckes said the CAHA plan calls for a 20 
to 30-game schedule in which the European 
teams would play six games in North Ameri¬ 
ca over a two-week period before returning 
home.

VANCOUVER CP) — 
women golfers beware!

A women’s par-3 hole can 
measure anywhere from 90 
yards to 210. Similarly, a par 
4 hole might measure 210 
yards or 395, and a par 5 
could measure more than 600 
yards, or be wily 400 yards 
long. 

Thus, a discrepancy of two 


or three strokes could occur 
between courses, although 
studies showed as many 
courses were oven-rated as 
under-rated. 

The golf association uses a 
decimal system of measure¬ 
ment. Each hole is give) a 
par rating, from 3.1 to 3.9. 
From this, the national rating 
is determined. It relates one 
course to another and enables 
uniform national com petition, 
with handicaps computed on 
the same basis. 

Mrs. Markham said the as¬ 
sociation doesn’t urge courses 
to change their "scorecard” 
pars to conform wkh national 
ratings, but it asks them to 
post national ratings on the 


As a result, 185 have been 
given new national women's 
ratings and more than 100 are 
under review. 

The national rating is toe 
association’s assessment of 
how difficult, or how easy a 
course plays. It is not the 
handicap as established by 
the course, but the handicap 
rating assessed by the Cana¬ 
dian Golf Association.

To complete the task of rat¬ 
ing all 544 oourses in Canada, 
Mrs. Markham recruited 
chairmen in all provinces.

ing the 10 best of your last 25 
scores, determining the differ¬ 
ential average and subtract¬ 
ing it from par. 

For tournament play, you 
use the national par rating to 
determine the differential. 
You take 85 per cent of this 
figure todetermlne your 
handicap. ' 

You can "sandbag” as 
much as you want, said Mrs.

"But if you're going to play 
as a guest at another dub, de¬ 
termine your handicap on the 
national rating, and just hope 
your opponent does the 
same.”

Check Stored Bulbs 


By M. V. CHESNUT 

It isn't a bad idea at this season of 
toe year to cheek over She gladioli* 
conns and dahlia tubers In storage. All 
lands ml thing* can happen to them, 
mostly because of unfavorable storage 
conditions, but if you can catch these 
troubles at fertr aaact, you can usually 
head v them off. 

When you ewnmtae tot glad bulbs, 
you will probably find a ring of little 
white pimp Mr nr nodules terming an the 
base, round the rim of the root sear. 
Quite a few r e adm e wri te to me every 
year about this, fearing their bulbs ara 
attacked by same peat nr test'll!, hot 
there Is nctilkg to tills to worry about. 

The na d ate * ara a i uii d y die begin¬ 
nings of toe new roots and todlcate that 
the bulbs have broken dormancy — 
toed- wilder sl e e p — and ara ready to 
start growing as soon as warmth and 
moisture are avadable. 


Sprouting from the top of the bulb, 
however, Is a pup from a different 
litter, for tote indicates that the bulbs 
have actually started tnto gro wth , and 
far too early tor their own good. 

Ibb occur* when the storage 
temperature Is too high, and If this is 
not rat id le d . -the shoots wd etoogate, 
becoming skinny and blanched in toe 
darkness, like the s prat * from a aaok 


of potatoes stored In • toowarm 
basement. 

Fat white sprouts showing on die 
tops of glad bulbs this early In the year 
are a pretty sure sign that the storage 
ptaee 4* not coni enough, and about all 
you can do b go exploring with • 
thermometer to find a coaler place, ao 
the bulbs can be held back, irtardtaet 
their growth until just b e tora planting 
time. Try to find a spot a ri iera the 
temperature remains below 45 degrees 
but free from actual frost 


I have had several SOS calk rece n t l y 
about dahlia tubers sprouting In stor¬ 
age, and here again, the tenable Is too 
much warmth. If the sprouted slnot* 
ara etifi short and stubby, wo g reat 
harm has bars done, and by ahlCMag toe 
•ubees terto a cooler place, toe rake of 
growth can be aiowed down to the print 
where the sprout* won’t be too long and 
unmanageable at planting time. 

If the shoots are already too long 
when discovered, do not nib them off, 
for R la unlikely toat any more sprout* 
veil appear to take their place. Instead, 
shorten tea wito a sharp Mfe or 
raaur blade to just a tittle less than an 
Inch long; there la a good chance tie 
shortened ftprout will branch oat and 
grow again Irani the first leaf Joint or 
node.

In Tokyo, about 8,000 students 
demonstrated in a park near the 
U.S. embassy and the residence 
of the Japanese premier.

Others staged a 
sit-down outside the U.S. embas¬ 
sy but were removed by the po- 
lioe. 

BOCKS PITCHED 

Hetmeted students, who ar¬ 
rived here from Hakata after a 
three-hour train ride, used 
staves and rocks in a pitched 
battle with 1,000 police who 
fought back with Are hoses and 
tear gas. The incidents, blood¬ 
iest in Sasebo’s history, took 
place at Hirase Bridge just out¬ 
side the base entrance. 

By police count, 135 students, 
police and onlookers were in¬ 
jured. Twenty-seven students 
were arrested.

Thp Pope named France's 
Cardinal Garame, 66. Pizzardo's 
deputy, to replatc him as head 
of the curia's congregation of! 
seminaries. 

Pizzardo, who had boon the 
oldest member of the Roman 
curia, was the sixth and oldest 
cardinal and fifth Italian to 
retire from the church's central 
government since the Pope 
began his shift of managerial 
posts nine days ago by announc-, 
ing the retirement of Cardinal 
Ottaviani, 77, an arch-con¬ 
servative. 

Garrone became the seventh 
cardinal, and fifth non-Italian, 
appointed to a top curia post 
since Jan. 9. In addition to the 
five retired Italians, one 
Spaniard also left his position. 

The seven new curia cardinals 
include two Italians, one Ameri¬ 
can, a Yugoslav, a Swiss, a 
Dutch-bom Belgian and the 
French Garrone. 

The new cardinals averaged 
65 years of age. Those they 
replaced averaged 82 years.

West seemed mark¬ 
ed with most of the 4 0 All Pm* 
missing points, so de- 

clarer thought he could Opwte* lead: Clak jack 
get at least three dia¬ 
mond tricks with a straight finesse. He ruffed the club 
opening, drew trumps and rode the diamond jack. Bomb¬ 
shell! East took the king, the heart jack came back and 
the hand collapsed. “He opened a vulnerable no trump 
with two unguarded suits,” muttered South, as if there 
were a law against it. 

South’s excuse was particularly lame because the 
hand should have been foolproof (barring a 3 to 0 trump 
break). Instead of ruffing the club opening, 'declarer 
should allow the king to hold, throwing a diamond from 
his hand. Declarer wins any continuation and draws 
trumps. He plays a diamond to the ace and a diamond 
back, letting It ride if East does not cover. No matter 
who has the king, the contract is made.
